wherein said grooved grill bars are placed in parallel to each other with a ergdgtgsmmsd 
distance therebetween ef^, so as to form a grill openiog in T dircotion with having a width of 
1 mm to 1 0 mm, in order to allow heat rays emitted fiom such heat source lo contact dirootlyto 
said foodstuff directly On such grooved grill bars without encountering any obstructions during 
grilling.

for foodstuffs. 

5. (Currently amended) A brazier for grilling foodstuff, ohamotoiizod in that it 
^ATiiprifiM erwnp rij ^inff a brazier grill according to claim h «d that, thank s whffein, due to a 
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supporting structure constitutmg a fiee space between the brazier griU and heat souice. it directly 
receives heat rays emitted by the heat source from undemeatJi the brazier grill, namely from said 
grill openings at the lower surface of the said grooved grill bars. 

6. (New) The brazier grill according to claim 1 , wherein the grill bars are inclined such that 
fat collected in the grooves can move towards an end of the bats away from foodstuff placed on tiie 
grill bars. 
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
